POWDERLESS GUN. 


An Electric Weapon That Fires a Hun- 
dred Shots a Second Without 
Any Noise. 

An electric gun that fires a hundred 
shots a second has been invented by 
Frederick Bangerter, a New York me- 
chanical engineer. An exhibition was 
recently given in the presence of 
several mechanical experts, and with- 
out sound except the patter of bullets 
as they made holes throvgh targets 
constructed of pine boards one hun- 
d shots a second were discharged 
and the targets riddled one after an- 
other. No one was permitted to in- 
spect the gun, which was completely 
hidden by a wooden enclosure con- 
structed around it in a corner of the 
loft. Not even the muzzle of the wea- 
on could be seen. Through a hole in 
the casement ran a funnel shaped hop- 
per inte which Mr. Bangerter dumped 
the steel bullets.

Bangerter did not enter the little room 
housing the weapon, for once the power 
is turned on it is not necessary that 
any one should be near the gun. | 

Into the hopper he poured the bul- 
lets and from the hidden muzzle of the 
gun came the steel bullets. There was 
no explosion, no smoke and no click 
of shells being forced empty from the 
magazine. The only sound that came 
from the gun was the dropping of the 
bullets into the funnel. 

For ten seconds the builets were fed 
into the gun. The spectators, crouch- 
ing behind a wooden partition that had 
been erected to protect them from 
rebounding shots, saw the target, which 
was about ten feet square and sixty 
feet away, riddled with holes within a 
second after the rain of steel began 
to rattle on the half-inch pine boarda. 
The bullets were three-zighths of an 
inch in diameter.

WE SURPRISE GRADY. 


Tammany Politician, Here First Time 
in Twenty Years, Marvels at What 
me Beholds. 


Scarcely able to express his wonder 
at the tremendous growth of Los An- 
goles in twenty years, Thomas F.

morning, and every part of the State 
was represented. 

G. W. Whitley, chairman of the loca!

address of welcome. Response was

On the other hand, the history of the 
Republican party is the record of a 
free nation. It was born in the cradle 
of liberty, matured at the breast of 
humanity and has ever been the de- 
fender of American institutions.

EXICO WANTS 
GOOD ROADS. 


CONSUL COMES HERE TO STUDY 
PETROLITHIC PAVING. 


— w•dŨ — 


‘His Report to Governors of Various 
States May Cause Construction of 
Hundreds of Miles of Automobile 
Thoroughfares—Considers Los An- 
geles “Finest City on Map.” 


In the interest of a good roads move- 
ment now sweeping over the Central 
States of Mexico, Enrique Ornelas, 
Consul of the Mexican Repubiic at San 
Antonio, Texas, is in Los Angeles in- 
specting the petrolithic paving system. 

His report to the governors of the 
various States may mean the construc- 
tion of hundreds of miles of automobile 
thoroughfares and may solve the prob- 
lem of paving, with which Mexico has 
been struggling for years. ; 

In company with County Surveyor 
Noble and other officials, the visitor 
has examined petrolithic paving in dif- 
ferent parts of the county. 

“I am not in Los Angeles in an offi- 
clal capacity,” said the Consul at the 
Alexandria, last night, “but on private 
business. Yet I have been requested by 
the Governors of many States of Mex- 
ico to make a report to them. I have 
studied petrolithic paving carefully, 
and I am enthusiastic about it. The 
Los Angeles men have been very court- 
eous and kind in showing me all the 
details, and I am firmly convinced that 
this is the paving that Mexico has 
been looking for, for years. 

“I have been interested in the pav- 
ing question for a long time, I have 
lived in the United States most of my 
life, and have inspected samples from 
one end of the country to the other. I 
want to state right here that after hav- 
ing seen all the rest of the United 
States. I think Los Angeles is the most 
beautiful city on the map. 

“Some years ago, I introduced vitri- 
fixed brick paving into Mexico. It en- 
dured a short time only. Concrete mac- 
adam suffered the same fate. The 
Mexican government has expended mil- 
lions of dollars in experimenting. 

“There are more than 300 ‘miles of 
asphalt paving in the City of Mexico 
and its vicinity. But the States can- 
not afford asphalt. A great movement 
for good roads, good automobile roads 
particularly, is now on in Mexico. I 
have reported in part on petrolithic 
paving and the Governors think it will 
do.

“The paving here, for the most part, 
costs two or three cents a square foot. 
We will improve on it there and make 
it more durable at an expense of 10 or 
1l cents a square foot.”

E IRREPRESSIBLE CONFLICT. 

! The Premier of the New Zealand governmert, 
a few days ago, in answering the contention of so- 
¢ialistie union- labor organizations opposing the re- 
ception of the American battleship fleet, used the 
B argument that in future years a struggle 

sure to come between the yellow and white races 
for the control of the Pacific Ocean and its trade. 

That is inevitable. It will be the next act in an 
intercontinental, or rather inter-racial, conflict old 
as the ages chronicled in history. Indeed, this goes 
back beyond authentic history into the dim region 
of legend. 

The first recorded act in the great drama, whose 
stage has been the world, is told, not in formal his- 
tory, with dates and details, but in the sonorous 
verse of legendary epic, the Iliad, as sung by 
Homer, whose image rises ghost-like, dim as the 
world was to his own blind eyes, athwart the long 
centuries. 
The siege of Troy was a_ conflict between Asia 
and Europe. It is the first we have even a myth- 
ica! account of, but far from the first actually to 
take place. The date of the struggle was about 
1200 B.C. | 

Long before this, Phoenician ships had visited 
Cornwall, England, in search of tin. Tyrian colo-

nies had been founded on the north coast of Africa. 
Asiatics had planted colonies in France, at the 
mouth of the Rhone. 7 

About 700 years after the siege of Troy, Xerxes 
invaded Greece with an army estimated at 1,000,000. 
He bridged the strait between the continents near 
where Constantincple stands, was checked at Ther- 
mopylae, again at Marathon, and defeated at 
Salamis. In round numbers, this was 500 B.C. 

Some 350 years later, after many struggles by 
land and sea, the Pelasgian colonists in Italy de- 
stroyed the stronghold of the Tyrian colonies in 
North Africa, when the Romans razed Carthage, 
about 150 B.C. . | 

But the conflict between the two continents never 
ceased for a moment. Away at the gates of the 
morning, under the shadow of the great walls of 
China, a movement started westward with such im- 
petus that for centuries nation after nation, in 
great waves, was driven on to Europe, Goths, Visi- 
goths, Vandals and Tartars, which swept away al- 
most every vestige of civilization.’ About 700 A.D., 
or nearly 2000 years after the siege of Troy, the 
Saracen army was destroyed near Poitiers, France, 
by the King of that country, Charles Martel. 

But the Asiatic hordes were not driven across the 
Bosporus, as 1200 years before, in the days of 
Xerxes. The Turk fixed his abode in Constanti- 
nople, turning Christian temples into mosques and 
replacing occidental with oriental customs and 
civilization. Attempt after attempt for 1200 yéars 
has been made to dislodge the invader, and for one 
reason or another these all have failed. 

The Crusades were nothing but life and death 
struggles on the part of the Occident to prevent the 
Orient from overrunning the world, destroying occi- 
dental civilization, eradicating occidental ideals 
replacing therh with those of Asia. | 

Among others of these radical ideas is that of 
despotism, the age-long way of governing in Asia 
as opposed to popular government, as partially 
known in Greece and Rome, imperfectly practiced 
among the Teutons, and first of all realized in its 
full flower in the United States. 

And now, from where Occident meets 0 by 
the blue waters of the Aegean, and * 
remes of Greece met those of the long 
ships” of Rome those of Carthage, on the Mediter- 
ranean, the world is ringed around with colonies. 
New worlds have risen, as it were, by magic from 
the unknown oceans, and mighty America, with 
90,000,000 of freedmen, meets Asiatic despotism 
almost under, the sha of the great wall, whence 
Genghis Khan set his face westward to destroy the 
Occident and spread orientalism over Europe. 
Down in the antipodes are growing up great na- 
tions in blood flows the blood of those who 
fought at Marathon and Salamis, at Zama and at 
Poitiers, in the Crusades at Jerusalem and Joppa. 
They confront the furthest Orient, where the gray 
tyaditions that go back far beyond the date of Troy 
still linger. wigs 

Note that the Trojan War was the outcome of 
Asiatic aggression. So was the battle of Salamis. 
So was that of Zama, in which Carthage met her 
fate. So was that in the Touraine, when Charles 
checked the Saracens and saved Europe from being 
made Asiatic in civilization and sentiment, 

So will it be in the final act of the long drama. 
The aggression will be from the side of the Orient. 

Note that at last Troy fell, by stratagem and by 
prowess. So Salamis saw the destruction of the 
Persian fleet. So Zama saw Carthage wane to her 
final fall. So Poitiers looked down on the wreck of 
the Saracenic hosts. ; 

Each act in the drarma closed with the triumph 
of the Occident over the Orient. So will it be in 
the last act. As with persons, so it is with nations. 
There is a divinity that shapes the ends, rough- 
hew them as man may.
